ANjJOUNCER:    It  is  a  vitally  inmortant  thing  for  the  science  of  nutrition  to 


have  simple,  dependable  tests  that  will  spot  any  vitamin 
deficiency  in  the  early  stages.    The.  sooner  you  can  get  at  any 
disease  the  better  chance  you  have  to  cure  it.    These  early 
stages  are  called  "sub-clinical"  cases,  and  they  do  so  much 
damage  that  our  whole  defense  program  may  be  impaired  by  them. 
Tonight  we  bring  you  the  story  of  an  actual  sub-clinical  case — 
though  of  course  names  and  details  are  changed  to  prevent 
identification. 


Listen  as  Bill  Or  — ,  skilled  worker,  who  after  years  of  grim 
unemployment,  at  last  has  a  defense  Job  driving  a  movable  crane 
in  an  airplane  fajctory.    He  and  his  wife  Sally  face  a  bright  new 
future.

This  story  of  Bill  and  Sally  shows  the  amazing  thing  about 
the  food  we  eat  —  and  the  food  we  don't  eat  and  how  it 
affects  our  personal  lives  for  better  and  for  worse. 
Bill's  history  showed  previous  unemployment  and  low  income. 
That  often  means  sub-clinical  vitamin  deficiency.  This 
multiple  deficiency  was  enough  to  impair  his  reflexes;  so 
in  a  tight  spot  they  went  back  on  him.
